They were discovered 
at Meaford in the opening years of the present century by 
Mrs. Paget Toynbee, who arranged them and prepared 
them for press, and were published in full after her death 
by ir. Paget Loynibee in 1012. 

Mme. du Deffand (née de Vichy-Chamrond), 1697-1780, 
is celebrated as one of the leaders of the brilliant Parisian 
society of the middle of the Eighteenth Century. Her 
salon was acknowledged to be the first in Paris, and 
it was frequented by such men as Voltaire, d’Alembert, 
Montesquieu, and Turgot. It was in 1765 that she first 
met Horace Walpole.

An unrivalled collection of material relating to Sir Henry 
Irving, consisting of Portraits, Books and Miscellaneous 
matter as described below ; formed by the late Mr. Bram 
Stoker, who was Irving’s Manager and most intimate 
associate from 1878 to 1905 :—

I. PortFoLios. A great part of the collection has been 
mounted and is contained in thirty-four strapped port- 
folios, in which the matter has been arranged under 
years. It is particularly rich in rare and early playbills 
and programmes, including those of the first appearance 
of Irving and of Ellen Terry ; others used on occasions 
when Royalty was present and at the performances 
given at Sandringham and Windsor Castle, while others 
represent such memorable performances as the single 
presentation of Tennyson’s “ Foresters,’ ‘‘ Admission, 
One Guinea ’’—and the occasion when, in her student 
days, Clara Butt made her appearance at the Lyceum in 
‘““ Orpheus.”’ Speeches and addresses by Irving abound 
—many of them in his own handwriting and some of 
peculiar personal interest, such as Sims Reeves’ Farewell 
Address, which was delivered by Irving. Then there 
are a very large number of autograph letters—a letter 
from Robert Browning, another from Coquelin ainé and 
a host of others. Many of the menus, too, are covered 
with the signatures of famous men and women. The 
pictures include many original drawings, by Bastien 
Lepage, Fred Barnard, Bernard Partridge and others ; 
sketches by Irving, Ellen Terry and Sarah Bernhardt ; 
portraits and personal relics, e.g. the letter used by 
Miss Terry in. “ Macbeth” and, beautifully mounted 
under glass, two locks of Irving’s hair, one dated 1878, 
and the other 1880.
